The great question whether waiters 


ought to Lo tipped is just uow agitating 
the hoj.se oi' commons a good deal more 
than the fight v.'ith the lords over the 
employers' liability and parish councils 
bills, of which, truth to tell, everybody 
is getting « bit tired. But the tip ques- 
tion affects the private pockets of the 
honorable members, and their interest 
in it is consequently kern. * it has al- 
ways been the rule in the commons that 
the \vaiteis in the dining rooms should 
not receive tips because living wages 
are paid to them, but of late years tip- 
ping has pr'-ity generally prevailed, 
and the men learned to expect tips as 
much as though they were common cafe 
waiters. 
A goodly proportion of the 


members, however, refused to counte- 
nance the syatem, with the result that 
they have of late found themselves neg- 
lected. 
Recently there have been so 


many complaints that the kitchen com- 
mittee solemnly appointed a subcommit- 
tee to inquire, and the result was the 
issuing of an order prohibiting waiters 
from rewiving tips and granting to 
each waiter an increase of a shilling a 
day. 
The waitvis calmly pockot the 


shilling, but continue to take tho tips 
whenever tluy p,vt a chance, and it has 
become a q i':-tion what shall be done 
with tbe h<r,:orabic ;in>J riybt liono.-.iblo 
gentleim n v,-h,i tlu/s d^l'y committees 
and eul.C'H''!":rt,«'-.

This is 
undoubtedly one of the reasons why 
American wool sells in Han Francisco 
to-day for less than the tariff on the 
sain > grade of foreign wool.

The twenty-first verse of 
the seventh chapter of Ezra contains 
all the letters of the alphabet, except 
the letter J. Four letters of the 107th 
Psalm—the eighth, fifteenth, twenty- 
first and thirty-first are exactly—alike. 
The thirty-sixth chapter of Isaiah and 
the ninteenth chapter of 11 Kings are 
alike.

EDITOR JOURNAL:—It is frequently as- 


serted and generally believed that 
money irf the measure of value, but how' 
it can really be so is entirely beyond 
my comprehension. In the discussion 
it is necessary to determine definitely,, 
what constitutes a measure. As gen- 
erally understood, a measure is borne 
arbitrarily chosen, accurately deter- 
mined unit of length, capacity 
or 


weight, as for instance the foot, the 
bushel and the 
pound 
The most 


simple, accurate and unvarying system 
of measurements and weights ever yet 
devised is the metrical system of the 
French. The metre, their 
distance 


measure unit, is an arbitrarily chosen, 
accurately determined ten millionth 
part of the fourth part of a terrestrial 
meridian at tbe sea shore, and corres- 
ponds very nearly in length to thirty 
nine and one-half English inches; the 
litre, their capacity unit measure, is a 
vessel the cube of the tenth part tne 
length of the metre, and the gramme, 
their unit of weight, is the one thous- 
andth part of the weight of a litre of 
water at its greatest density. 


It will be seen that the litre and the 


gramme, while arbitrarily taken, both 
refer to and depend upon the metre, a 
never varying distance. In theory 
these measures are perfect, and are so 
in fact, so far as mechanical skill can 
achieve perfection, and there is no sub- 
stance where the conditions exist for 
their appliance, that its length, dimen- 
sions and weight cannot be positively 
determined. Leaving out 
fractions, 


any distance between two points is an 
exact number of metres that the metre 
will positively determine; any quantity 
of liquids, cereals or other like sub- 
stances, is an exact number of litres, 
and any quantity of coal, iron and like 
substances is an 
exact number of 


grammes. These measures are tangi- 
ble, visible and actually do all that is 
claimed for them. Any unknown dis- 
tance, after measurement, is an exact 
number of metres, any bin of wheat an 
exact number of litres, and any car- 
load of iron or coa), an exact number 
of grammes. 


I have taken the French metrical 


system because of its simplicity and 
accuracy. By these three measures, 
their multiples and subdivisions, the 
dimensions of all substances can be 
accurately debermined, as for example; 
From Reno to Wadsworth is an un- 
known distance. The sum of the num- 
ber of times the metre, a determined 
measure of distance, can be success- 
ively applied is the exact distance be- 
tween the two places, and this sum, 
whether it be great or small, is always 
expressed in 
metres. An 
undeter- 


mined quantity of wheat, after being 
measured by the litre, is an exact num- 
ber of litres, and substances generally 
that are measured by weight, are Aft 
exact number of grammes. By the use 
of these measures, what is indefinite, 
undetermined and unknown, becomes 
definite, determined and known, and 
the measure used always gives denom- 
ination or name to the substance 
measured. In all distance measure- 
ments, the sum is expressed in metres.

standard gold and by the gramme, a I 
true measure, find the number of ' 
grammes in each and divide the 
grammes in the mass by the grammes 
in the money and the quotient will 
express the value to the fraction of a 
cent. But I have already shown that a 
true measure can never be used as a 
devisor, and that all measurements by 
true measures can only be worked out 
by addition or multiplication. 


Money is not, nor can it ever be, a 


measure of value, but it is a standard 
of declared value by law, by which all 
commodities are estimated, bought and 
sold, and by which the value of prop- 
erty of all kinds is very closely ap- 
proximated. One moment's consider- 
ation will convince anyone that value 
can have no fixed measure, from the 
fact that it is not staple, but changes 
with times, places, seasons and condi- 
tions. To-day it exists, to-morrow it 
is rot or ashes. 


The subject under consideration is 


particularly a hard one and its eluci- 
dation involves the necessity of show- 
ing what a true measure is; that under 
any and all conditions it will do all 
that IH claimed for it, and then by test- 
ing the workings of a false or asserted 
measure with the true, the absurdity of 
the claim is at once pointed out and its 
falsity can be proven. 


It will be seen that I have not used 


the word value in accord with the defi- 
nition I gave of it in an article pub- 
lished in the JOURNAL a week or two 
since. While I still believe that the 
word " value " only refers to the crea- 
tions of the Almighty,and that "worth" 
refers solely to the creations of man, I 
did not deem it judicious to tramel 
with new ideas a subject already as 
difficult as I cared to undertake to 
demonstrate.

has been said of the French system is 
equally true of the English or any 
other standard of measures, and by 
standard I mean those measures that 
are fixed by the laws of a country. A 
bin of wheat is a definite number of 
bushels, and any distance between two 
points a definite number of feet. From 
the above demonstration I deduce the 
following corrollary: 


If there is a true measure of value, 


that measure 
when appled to any 


substance possessed of it, should defi- 
nitely determine its exact amount. 
The measure of value is said to be 
money, and if so, it follows that the 
money measure and the value measure 
are identical. If th'ere is a measure of 
money, that measure must 
be the 


money unit, which in all civilized 
nations, is a piece of gold or silver, or 
both, arbitrarily taken, of a determined 
fineness and value given by law. A 
piece of standard gold weighing twenty- 
five and eight-tenths grains is the 
money unit of the United States,-which 
by law is declared to be of the value of 
one dollar. We now have our value 
measure and with it let us ascertain 
the value of a bin of wheat, what is the 
result? Why, nothing. Try it on a 
horse. It does not give us the ghost of 
an idea whether the horse is worth ten 
dollars or ten thousand. Here is a 
mass of standard gold of tbe same fine- 
ness as the measure.
